been a storm of equal, if not worse 
proportions 
in 
October, 1880, but 
there are no definite records on 
the 
first storm, and it is know n to have 
been more locally confined than the 
“great storm of ’88.” 
The storm seems to have originat­ 
ed in Nebraska, and 
extended 
to 
central Iowa and Wisconsin eastw ard 
and to the Montona line on the west. 
The tem perature was above freezing 
when the storm cloud 
approached 
this city, but by the next m orning it 
had 
dropped 
to 54 degrees below 
zero. Grand Forks, N. D., reported a 
tem perature 
of 
52 degrees below 
while Bism ark claimed to be suffer­ 
ing 
to the extent of only 3 0 below. 
At Sioux, Iowa, it wras 28 below. 
The loss of life was the heaviest 
in what 
was then 
known 
at 
the 
Dakota territory, the two Dakotas 
having became states later 
in 
the 
same year. After reports had been 
published in some parg of the coun­ 
try that 2,000 lives were lost, 
the 
Mitchell 
Republican, then th e only 
daily new spaper in 
the 
territory, 
made an exhaustive 
study 
of 
the 
storm ’s toll, and finally published a 
list 
of 109 known Dakota deaths, 
due 
im m ediately 
to 
the 
storm. 
Deaths in Minnesota, Iowa, N ebras­ 
ka and M ontana doubled this total. 
The 
storm seemed to be a t its 
worst here. Monday m orning broke 
clear and warm . While there is no 
record of the tem perature, witnesses 
say that w om en hung their washings 
out to dry th a t day without fear 
of 
Hie clothing freezing. 
About noon a cloud was seen 
in 
the southwest. A few m inutes later a 
60 
mile wind swept the town, and 
soon the wind driven sleet m ade 
it 
impossible to see the length of a city 
blocke. 
The drop in tem perature in 
the 
first hour i8 reported as having been 
from 4 0 to 60 degrees. Persons who 
were 
only 
a short distance from 
their homes 
in 
some cases never 
reached 
safety. Several m en were 
lost between their barns 
and 
their 
homes, and were later found within 
a few feet of their driveways. 
People here who ventured out of 
doors 
th a t 
afternoon were voted 
heroes or fools, depending on their 
missions. 
T hree men, J. E. Wells, 
(now m ayor of Mitchell) J. D. Wood 
and Tom Ball, all 
of 
whom 
were 
caught down town, each visited one 
of the three schools in the city and 
told the teachers to keep the young­ 
sters 
iii 
until 
aid came to them, 
promising to send food This latter 
promise, however, could not be kept, 
Desks 
were 
used 
for fuel, but in 
every case the teachers 
kept 
their 
charges indoors. 
In the country schools th ere was 
considerable loss. In one instance, a 
teacher dismissed his pupils when he 
saw 
the 
storm 
growing. Of the 
eleven 
ch ild ren who started, nine 
never reached home. 
(A thirteen year old boy was frozen 
to death in his father’s arm s near 
hear. Frank Allen and his son were 
hauling hay when the storm 
over­ 
took them w ithin five rods of 
the 
residence. The team refused to face 
the sorm, and the Aliens dug a hole 
in the fast piling drifts, only to 
be 
crowded out by 
the 
cold 
crazed 
horses. A fter several hours battle to 
keep alive, th e father 
braved 
the 
storm, carrying the weakened youth 
in his arms. The boy had been able 
to stand w hen tho start was made, 
but was dead when the house 
was 
reached. The horses were frozen. 
The storm accounts are not w ithout 
occasional rays of humor. Tile 
old 
Alexander 
Mitchell 
hotel was evi­ 
dently the “ hang out” at th a t .time, 
and a fight started there over 
the 
relative m erits of tho storm of th a t 
day 
and t ho one of October, 1880. 
Which side won is no recorded but 
Hie few rem aining “ ’79’ers” living 
here are still positive that the first 
storm was the worse.
